as  other  criminal  agents  used  for  the  massive  destruction  of  husuns-etoric 
and  chemical  veapons-vas  and  is  the  main  co^onent  of  the  aggressive  plana 
of  the  imperialistic  governments". 

Ey  sighting  irrefutable  data  the  authors  show  that  in  the  pest, as  in 
the  present,  the  application  of  inhuman  weapons  of  aggression-bacteriology- 
ws s  constantly  in  tho  plans  of  the  aggressive  governments  oven  though  it 
has  been  veiled  in  every  way.  Works  of  the  notable  Soviet  bacteriologist 
IT.  P.  Gamnle  and  the  prominent  Trench  scientist  Sharlya  Sikoia^  indicate 
that  in  the  IS  century  the  Anglo-saxon  concuers  of  America  resorted  to 
bacterial  agents  for  the  annihilation  of  the  natives  of  that  country.  Che 
predecessors  of  1-iac  Arthur  spread  a  go  called  black  (natural  )pox  among 
the  Indians.  This  was  done  with  the  aid  of  blankets  which  the  concpiers 
'gave'  the  unsuspecting  Indians.  Along  with  the  open  annihilation  of  the 
natives  the  colonisers  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  epidemic  of  pox, 
thus  hoping  to  completely  destroy  the  local  population  and  thus  clear  them¬ 
selves  a  path  for  the  colonisation  of  the  lend. 

The  American  and  Japanose  imperialists  had  predecessors  at  various 
times  and  epochs.  Sven  during  the  first  world  war  the  German  Kaiser  army 
tried  to  initiate  an  epidemic  of  glanders  and  anthrsx  among  the  horses  of

the  governments  against  wnich  they  were  fighting. 

Savoys  sent  by  the  German  General  Eeadcpiarters  spread  the  bacilli  of 

glanders  and  anthrax  among  the  livestock  which  had  been  purchased  by  7bar.ee 

from  Argentina.  In  1917  the  German  agents  were  able  to  infect  approximately

Luc  the  German  militarists  used  bacteriological  weapons  egnir.st  not 
only  horses  and  other  anir.als  during  the  first  imperialistic  war. 

In  15)15  =•  plot  was  discovered  in  Petrograd,  the  no  raters  of  which  want¬ 
ed  to  start  a  uicgue  epidemic.  Cue  oact  -rla  which  was  to  be  used  to  infect 
rats  was  brought  by  a  german  agent,  Gregwrsen,  through  th"  USA  to  the  Lxch- 
cngelck. A 

German  intelligence  supplied  their  agents,  who  were  working  behind 
enemy  lines,  with  substances  for  the  infection  and  poisoning  of  food 
supplies,  wv ter  supplies  and  also  forage, 

Fascist  Germany  and  iaperi&listic  Japan  very  cjiigcntly  oc-mpied 
themselves  with  the  (ejection  of  applying  agents  of  biology  for  war  use 
during  the  period  between  the  first  and  second  world  wars. 

The  Hitlerites  grasped  some  of  the  experience  in  using  bacteriologi¬ 
cal  agents  from  the  Kaiser  Germany  and  utilised  the  concepts  of  the  orig¬ 
inators  of  these  weapons  and  the  material  basis  and  expanded  on  them  from 
ye<_r  to  year. 

Che  fascists,  long  before  they  j/nran  their  war  action,  applied  bact¬ 
eriological  agents  against  their  potenial  enemy.  Fhe  indications  of  this 
were  the  experiments  on  artificially  ir.fc-.cting  the  subwave  of  London  and 
Paris  end  the  infection  of  the  air  in  several  Paris  suburbs,  Ihe  Hitler¬ 
ites  also  tried  to  spread  infection  in  the  French  Lar  Acadtmy. 

At  the  Lemberg  trials  it  was  disclosed  that  the  fascists  Lain  Com¬ 
mand,  in  19^3  after  their  defeat  near  Stalingrad,  issued  a  special  secret 
report  in  which  was  contained  a  decision  of  this  Com:- .and  to  resort  to  the 

use  of  bacteriological  agents  as  weapons.

To  strengthen  the  preparation  of  e  bacteriological  war  against  Aussie 
an  institute  wc.s  started  near  Pcsnan,  in  the  laboratories  of  which  was  cul¬ 
tivated  bacteria  of  plague  and  plant  vermin.  The  institute  was  ecuiped  to 
conduct  tests  with  bacteria  on  humans.  Also  tested  was  the  possibility  of 
using  a  plane  to  spread  an  emulsion  dust  of  bacteria.^ 

But  thanks  to  the  headlong  dash  of  the  Soviet  armies,  the  preparations 
were  cut  short. 

German  General  Shr aider,  ft  the  Purnberg  trials,  admitted  that  during 
the  preparation  of  the  bacteriological  war;  "..some  of  the  German  doctors 
used  not  only  animals  for  the  tests,  as  was  done  to  this  tine,  but  also 
used  the  Slavs  who  were  considered  an  inferior  race". 

The  application  of  bacteriological  weapons  by  the  Japanese  imperial¬ 
ists  has  been  kept  in  rind  for  some  time.  One  of  the  ir.spirers  and  organ¬ 
isers  of  the  bacteriological  war,  fcbutenant  General  Isii  Giro  of  the 
.‘-'.edical  Corps  of  the  Japanese  Army,  studied  this  problem  in  19?0  when  he 
was  sent  on  a  foreign  mission.  Returning  from  his  mission  he  spread  pro¬ 
paganda  about  the  necessity  of  preparing  Japan  for  a  bacteriological  war. 
One  of  the  arguments  which  Isii  Siro  used  wa3  the  contention  that  "..'11 
the  Great  Powers  are  conducting  conformable  works  in  this  field  end  Japan 
must  not  decline  from  this  problem, 

The  necessity  of  such  a  preparation  by  Japan  was  explained  by  Isii 
Siro  as  follows:  "Japan  does  not  have  sufficient  natural  deposits  of 
metal  and  other  types  of  raw  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  weapons  and 
therefore  it  is  necessary  that  Japan  search  for  some  new  type  of  weapon, 
which  at  that  tine  was  considered  to  be  the  bacteriological  weapons "d7

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The  above  plans  of  Isii  3iro  were  sup- 
A  special  ci.bir.et,  forr.ec  by  the  direction  of  Eirohito  and  recieving 
orders  from  the  Var  .-.inistry  and  General  Eeadcuerters,  began  cultivation 
cf  large  cguantities  of  deadly  bacteria  of  plague,  cholera,  typhus  fever, 
anthrax  and  other  dangerous  epidemical  infections,  there  were  prepared

After  tvc  rapture  of  larchuria  the  Japanese  militarists  organised  a 
bacteriological  laboratory  which  became  p_r t  of  the  notorious  Euangtur.g 
Army.  Isii  Siro  hi ns elf  was  at  the  head  of  thid  laboratory. 

Ir.  hanchuria  in  1535~;i-53u,  by  secret  order  of  Eirohito,  there  were 
established  two  secret  commands  which  were  appointed  to  the  preparation 

end  conduction  of  bacteriological  warfare,  wo  aid  in  the  conspiracy  one 
0 

of  the  co nr. aha,  located  on  the  base  of  the  3iro  laboratory,  was  Celled 
"  the  Directorate  of  'later  Sup-ly  and  Prophylactics  of  Vr.it  s  of  the  Kwtr.f- 
tung  Army",  and  the  other — "The  Kypc-epi cootie  Directorate  of  the  Zwengtung 
Army".  After  Ini  tier’s  advance  on  Irussia  these  units  wc-rc  renamed  'Detach¬ 
ment  Do.  731  and  Do,  100  '  respectively. 

Isii  Siro  himself  was  appointed  as  head  of  Det-chmenfc  7}1  and  iiajor 
General  Vakamatsy  of  the  Veterinary  Corn  was  head  of  Detachment  100.  The 
detachments  were  composed  of  Specialistc-bacterclogists,  among  whom  were 
scientists.  Prominent  Japanese  b.  cteriologists  directed  th«  work.  Detach¬ 
ment  731  £:lone  had  almost  JCO  scientific  and  technical  pcrsorwel.  Tha 
Japanese  government  did  net  lack  means  tc  expand  their  sections.  Vor  e.\- 
eepre:  Detachment  73^  built  a  special  town  with  numerous  laboratories 
1.  Vote  from  Soviet  government  to  Governments  of  USA.,  Great  3ritain  and 
China,  dated  1  Pebruary  1°50» 
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20  km  from  Eharbin.  luch  section  had  its  own  air  section  and  ord/ntnce 
yard.  Detachment  100  was  located  near  Changchun  end  was  expended  end 
e^uiped  similar  to  Detachment  73I»  These  detachments  had  at  their  de- 
eposal  a  denee  net  of  affiliates  which  were  assigned  to  the  Kwar.gtung 
army  and  located  on  strategic  points  near  the  UiSIi  border. 

These  affiliates  were  to  put  to  practical  use  those  weapons  created 
by  Detachments  73^  and  100. 

•  The  bacteriological  war  was  first  projected  against  the  Soviet  Union, 
but  its  agents  were  also  directed  against  China  and  Ixnchuria. 

According  to  material  revealed  at  the  Khabarovsk  trials  about  the 
actions  of  the  Detachments  73^  and  100  it  was  evident  ths  t  Section  l(cr.e) 
of  Detachment  73^  was  connected  mainly  with  the  study  and  cultivation  of 
bacteria  of  plague,  cholera,  gas  gangrene,  anthrax,  typhus  fever,  pera- 
typh”s  and  others.  It  was  also  reve&ied  at  the  trials  that  the  Japanese 
beasts  used  human  prisoners  for  the  tests.  The  prisoners,  held  in  a 
special  internal  jail,  numbered  JOC-^OG. 

The  second  section  of  this  Detachment  developed  special  weapons  for 
the  dissemination  of  the  bacteria;  dusters  in  the  form  of  fountain  pens, 
walking  sticks,  porcelain  air  bombs,  etc.  Tables  of  armament  for  dlversive. 
units,  found  in  Japanese  archives,  indicated  that  the  Japanese  had  accepted 
the  fountain-pen  duster  as  standard  equipment. 

This  unit  tested  the  bacteriological  weapons  in  battle  and  ordnance 
conditions.  The  'unit  was  assigned  an  air  wing  which  based  at  Anda. 

The  _ roduction.  (fourth)  section  had  an  especially  important  cignifi- 
csr.ce,  Th;  s  was  an  actual  production  plant  for  the  production  of  the 
deadly  bacteria.  The  division11.,  had  a  high  power  apparatus  which  was 
divided  into  two  sections,  each  capable  of  independently  producing  the 


bacteria.  The  first  section  hid  the  followin'-  basic  equipment :  V  boilers 
for  the  preparation  of  the  culture  medium  for  the  bacteria,  each  with  a 
one  ton  capacity;  autoclaves  for  the  sterilization  of  the  culture  med¬ 
ium,  c; ch  3  meters  lore  end  l.p  meters  in  diameter.  Unto  J,0  cultivators 
of  a  special  system,  invented  by  the.  head  of  the  detachment  Isii,  could 
be  placed  into  these  autoclaves,  There  were  two  rooms  of the  first  section 
which  '..ere  used  for  cooling  the  culture  medium.  It  was  possible  to  ICO 
cultivators  simultaneously  into  each  room.  This  section  also  had  fire 
thermostats  v/ith  a  general  capacity  of  <vOC  cultivators  of  the  Isii  system. 

The  second  section  had  tvo  boilers,  each  v/ith  a  two  ton  capacity,  Z 
auto  sieves  with  capacities  which  would  hold  cC  cultivators  etch  and  also 
other  equipment".^ 

The  court  evaluation,  directed  by  on.  active  member  of  the  Ac:: dr  my  of 
ho  died  Science  US. ST.,  Prof.  b.  h.  ohu’rcv-Ve  re  s-  hni  hov ,  came  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that:  "..'..rile  obtaining  the  i.ugh  m;  sees  of  bacteria  for  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  a  bacteriological  war ,  the  v/orhers  of  the  detachments  .ter  sirred 
the  masses  by  hilopr :ms  and  weights  of  third:  cree.m-like  masses  of  b:  steria 
wore  removed  from  the  surface  of  the  hard( solid)  culture  medium". 

The  detachment  could  pre-pere  £('0-900  hg  of  anthrax  microbe  and  1000 
hg  of  cholera  microbe  in  one  month.  In  accordance  v/ith  the  equipment 
the  t  was  in  the  detachment,  it  would  have.  beer,  possible  to  simultaneously 
accomplish  several  production  cycles.  This  means  that  the  monthly  pro¬ 
ductivity  of  the  detachment  could  factually  consist  of  many  tens  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  milliards  of  bacteria.  The  ability  of  the  production  sc'cticr.  to 
cultivate  flc.-.s  v;a s  also  very  significant.  Tr.ere  were  *  g'C'  flea  incuba¬ 
tors  which  node  possible  the  cultivation  of  tens  of  millions  of  fleas  in 
e  short  time  and  these  flees  would  later  be  infected  with  niague  end  used

Conditions  were  about  the  sane  in  the  other  detachment.  Thercjwere 
£  sections  in  the  production  department,  each  of  these  could  prepare  and 
cultivate  any  predetermined  type  of  b.  cteria. 

Besides  the  above  detachments,  thrre  were  two  secret  organisations 
in  the  army.  These  units  operated  in  Central  ar.d  Southern  China.  These 
units  were  called  'Aye  (Look  herej ,  I  sayj ) '  end  ‘5y  us  (•..•ith  uc}'. 

The  khebarovsk  process  revealed  many  Japanese  militarist  who  had  been 
protecting  the  secrets  of  their  country.  The  material  of  the  inquiry  and 
trial  broke  through  the  curtain  which  had  been  concealing  the  inhuman  acts 
of  the  Japanese  monsters.  During  the  conduction  of  their  experiments  in 
Detachments  I'o.  731  and  ICO  “..the  Japanese  fanatics  put  to  death  thou¬ 
sands  of  victims  by  inhuman  methods,  victims  who  had  fallen  into  their 
hf*Qj)s. . .  The  majority  of  the  infected  victims  tied  in  dreadful  pain.  Those 

who  survived  the  first  test  were  repeatedly  infected  and  eventually  put 
•» 

to  death.* 

The  victims  were  Chinese  patriots  end  Soviet  citisens  who  had  fallen 
into  the  bloody  hands  of  the.  Japanese  gar  darae s.  The  yearly  demands  of 
Detachment  ilo.  731  were  for  £00  people,  ana  from  the  yetr  ljlO  to  the  day 
of  capitulation  of  she  Japanese  army  the  figure  runs  near  3CCC  prisoners 
according  to  Chinese  data. 

The  court  examination  revealed  the  methods  of  testing  the  bacterio¬ 
logical  mediums  which  wore  used  in  Detachment  731.  The  ;  .Dplc  were  tie.* 
to  metal  poles  set  in  a  field.  Then  shells  containing  bacteria  of  plague,

A  wide  practical  applic:  tior.  of  spreading  the  bacteria  was  done 
through  the  distribution  of  products  containing  bacteria:  biscuits,  cho¬ 
colate  b_rs,  cookic-s,  etc. 

Bacteriological -pistol-dusters  reasembling  an.  autonatic  were  supplied 
to  diversion  groups.^- 

In  conformation  with  an  order  from  the  Japanese  General  Staff  to  the 
Headquarters  of  the  Ewangtung  Army,  the  following  decision  was  made  by 
the  latter  j  "Vith  the  start  of  war  with  the  Soviet  Union  we  well  boab.rd 
'their  Ic-r-e&stern  cities  with  shells  loaded  with  plague  fleas  end  attempt 
to  infect  the  rear  areas  of  the  Soviets  by  dusting  the  br cteria  from  a 
ple.ief  ^ 

The  utilisation  of  bacteriological  weapons  "..should  bring  innumer¬

A  new 
toxin,  one  ounce  of  which  would  hill  ISO  million  people,  is  b<.ing  greatly
